Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites "said composition comprising hydroxyethylcellulose as the only 
gelling agent and a bioadhesive agent, glycerol...." It is unclear if the ingredients in 
claim 1 read on "hydroxyethylcellulose; bioadhesive agent; glycerol..." or 
"hydroxyethylcellulose; glycerol..." as disclosed in the specification on page 2, line 17- 
27. 

It is unclear what the term "gelling agents" encompass. From the disclosure, 
"gelling agents" encompass only hydroxyethylcellulose, acrylic or methacrylic acid 
polymers, chitosan, and polycarbophil. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
ARKIN et al (US 2003/0039704). 

Applicant's claims are directed to a composition comprising of: a gelling agent, 
such as hydroxyethylcellulose; an active agent, such as ibuprofen; glycerol; diethylene 
glycol monoethyl ether; surfactant; preservative; acidifier. 

ARKIN teaches a get (see [0040]) composition comprised of: a gelling agent, 
such as 1.4% of hydroxyethylcellulose (see [0040]); an active agent, such as ibuprofen 
and piroxicam (see [0033]); glycerol (see [0035]); 17% of diethylene glycol monoethyl 
ether (see 0040]); surfactant, such as 0.6% of Brij 35 (see [0040]); preservative, such as 
methylparaben; acidifier, such as lactic acid (see [0059]). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
ARKIN et al (US 2003/0039704). 

As discussed above, ARKIN teaches a get (see [0040]) composition comprised 
of: a gelling agent, such as 1 .4% of hydroxyethylcellulose (see [0040]); an active agent, 
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such as ibuprofen and piroxicam (see [0033]); glycerol (see [0035]); 17% of diethylene 
glycol monoethyl ether (see 0040]); surfactant, such as 0.6% of Brij 35 (see [0040]); 
preservative, such as methylparaben; acidifier, such as lactic acid (see [0059]). 

The references do not specifically teach adding the ingredients in the amounts 
claimed by Applicant. The amount of a specific ingredient in a composition is clearly a 
result effective parameter that a person of ordinary skill in the art would routinely 
optimize. Optimization of parameters is a routine practice that would be obvious for a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to employ and reasonably would expect success. It 
would have been customary for an artisan of ordinary skill to determine the optimal 
amount of each ingredient to add in order to best achieve the desired results, such as 
increasing the stability of the gel against fungus by increasing the amount of 
preservatives, or increasing the pH of the composition by adding acidifiers to match the 
pH of the skin, which is about 4.5-6. Thus, absent some demonstration of unexpected 
results from the claimed parameters, this optimization of ingredient amount would have 
been obvious at the time of Applicant's invention.
